Lincoln believed 
that we could protect ourselves against all the foot armies of 
Europe, Asia and Africa combined — even though they were led 
by a Napoleon, 


But Lincoln was worried about the other things that could 
destroy our nation, such as domestic dissension, the tolerance of 
license in the name of liberty, under which organized groups, 
hostile to our way of life, could, like termites cause our country 
to collapse from within. 


In a speech delivered at the Young Men’s Lyceum, Springfield, 
Illinois, in January, 1837, — some years before he was elected 
President — he observed: “If destruction be our lot we must 


_ourselves be its author and finisher! As a nation of free men we

must live true all times or die by suicide.”

On the first day of January, in 
the year of grace, 1863, by procla- 
mation of President Abraham Lin- 
coln, the chains of slavery, in the 


eye of the law of the land, fell 


from the limbs of three millions or 
more men. 


Their legal emancipation logi- 
cally and swiftly led to the total 
and practical blotting out of slave- 
ry on American soil. Slavery was 
horrid. We cannot recall it with- 
out sorrow and shame. 


I know its defenders, taking 
refuge in the shadowy regions of 
the abstract, describe slavery as 
& mere labor-contract, covering a 
whole lifetime. In the concrete, as 
practised and defended, slavery 
was the ownership of the human 
being, whose manhood was ignored, 
who was made to be the chattel. 


And how come it, I could ask in 
the name of justice, that the un- 
born child, was shorn without his 
own fault or act, of the right to 
the free use of powers of soul and 
body ? 

Certain stages of civilization, it 
has been said, rendered slavery a 
social necessity. Certain stages of

Proclamation Of August 12, 1861 


\Y/HEREAS a joint committee of both Houses of Congress has waited 
on the President of the United States and requested him to 
recommend a day of public humiliation, prayer,’ and fasting to be 
observed by the people of the United States with religious solemnities 
and the offering of fervent. supplications to Almighty God for the 
safety and welfare of these States, His blessings on their arms, and 
a speedy restoration of peace;” and 


Whereas it is fit and becoming in all people at all time to acknow- 
ledge and revere the supreme government of God, to bow in humble 
submission to His chastisements, to confess and deplore their sins and 
transgressions in the full conviction that the fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom, and to pray with all fervency and contrition for 


the pardon of their past offenses and for a blessing upon their present 
and prospective action; and 


Whereas when our own beloved country, once, by the blessing 
of God, united, prosperous, and happy, is now afflicted with faction 


and civil war, it is peculiarly fit for us to recognize the hand of God 
in this terrible visitation, and in sorrowful remembrance of our own

And I do earnestly 
recommend to all the people, and especially to all ministers and teach- 
ers of religion of all denominations, and to all heads of families. to 
observe and keep that day according to their several creeds and es 
of worship in all humility and with all religious solemnity, to the 
end that the united prayer of the nation may ascend to the Throne of 
Grace and bring down plentiful blessings upon our Country. 


Proclamation Of March 30, 1863 


Whereas the Senate of the United States, devoutly recognizing 
the supreme authority and just government of Almighty God in all 
the affairs of men and of nations, has by a resolution requested the 
President to designate and set apart a day for national prayer and 
humiliation; and 


Whereas it is the duty of nations as well as of men to own their 


dependence upon the overruling power of God, to confess their sins 


and transgressions in humble sorrow, yet with assured hope that 
genuine repentance will lead to mercy and pardon, and to recognize 
the sublime truth, announced in the Holy Scriptures and proven by 
nll history, that those nations only are blessed whose God is the Lord; 

And, insomuch as we know that by His divine law nations, like 
individuals, are subjected to punishments and chastisements in this 
world, may we not justly fear that the awful calamity of civil war 
which now desolated the land may be but a punishment inflicted upon 
us for our presumptuous sins, to the needful end of our national re- 
formation as a whole people? 

We have been the recipients of the choicest bounties of Heaven; 
we have been preserved these many years in peace and prosperity; we 
have grown in numbers, wealth, and power as no other nation has 
ever grown. But we have forgotten God. We have forgotten the gracious 
hand which preserved us in peace and multiplied and enriched and 
strengthened us, and we have vainly imagined, in the deceitfulness of 
our hearts, that all these blessing were produced by some superior 
wisdom and virtue of our own. Intoxicated with unbroken success, 
we have become too self-sufficient to feel the necessity of redeeming 
and preserving grace, too proud to pray to the God that made us. 

It behooves us, then, to humble otirselves before the offended 
Power, to confess our national sins, and te pray for clemency. and 
forgiveness. 

Now, therefore, in compliance with the request, and fully con- 
curring in the views of the Senate, I do by this my proclamation desig- 
nate and set apart Thursday, the 30th day of April, 1863, as a day for 
national humiliation, fasting, and prayer. And | do hereby request all 
the people to abstain that day from their ordinary secular pursuits, 
and to unite at their several places of public worship and their re-

Proclamation Of August, 1864 


Whereas the Senate and House of Representatives at their last 
session adopted a concurrent resolution, which was approved on the 
2nd day of July instant and which was in the words following, 


namely: 


That the President of the United States be requested to appoint 
a day for humiliation and prayer by the people of the United States; 
that he request his constitutional advisers at the head of the Executive 
Departments to unite with him as Chief Magistrate of the nation, at 
the city of Washington, and the members of Congress, and all magist- 
rates, all civil, military, and naval officers, all soldiers, sailors, and 
marines with al] loyal and law-abiding people, to convene at their 
usual places of worship, or wherever they may be, to confess and to 
repent of their manifold sins; to implore the compassion and forgive- 
ness of the Almighty, that, if consistent with His will, the existing 
rebellion may be speedily suppressed and the supremacy of the Con- 
stitution and laws of the United States may be established throughout 
all the States; to implore Him, as the Supreme Ruler of the World, 
not to destroy us as a people, nor suffer us to be destroyed by the 
hostility or connivance of other nations or by obstinate adhesion to 
our own counsels, which may be in conflict with Hig eternal purposes, 
and to implore Him to enlighten the mind of the nation to know and 
do His will, humbly believing that it is in accordance with His will 
that our place should be maintained as a united people among the 
family of nations; to implore Him to grant to our armed defenders 
and the masses of the people that courage, power of resistance, and 
endurance necessary to secure that result; to implore Him in His 
infinite goodness to soften the hearts, enlighten the minds, and quicken 
the consciences of those in rebellion, that they may lay down their 
arms and speedily return to their allegiance to the United States, that 
they may not be utterly destroyed, that the effusion of blood may be 
stayed, and that unity and fraternity may be restored and peace 
established throughout all our borders: 


Now, therefore, I, Abraham Lincoln, President of the United 
States, cordially concurring with the Congress of the United States 
in the penitential and pious sentiments expressed in the aforesaid 
resolution and heartily approving of the devotional design and purpose 
thereof, do hereby appoint the first Thursday of August next to be 
observed by the people of the United States as a day of national humil- 


lation and prayer. 


I do hereby further invite and request the heads of the executive 
Departments of this Government, together with all legislators, all 
judges and magistrates, and all other persons exercising authority in 
the land, whether civil, military, or naval, and all soldiers, seamen, 
and marines in the national service, and all other law-abiding people 
of the United States, to assemble in their preferred places of public 
worship on that day, and there and then to render to the almighty and 
merciful Ruler of the Universe such homages and such confessions and 
to offer to Him such supplications as the Congress of the United 
States have in their aforesaid resolution so solemnly, so earnestly, and 


so reverently recommended.

God.” 


Could you conceive of such in- 
scriptions being placed today on 
the coffins of great statesmen? 
But why should they not be placed 
there if they are related to truth? 
Why should not “God be given 
glory” for having provided to his 
country a man like George Wash- 
ington ? 

The faith of the people of that 
day was emphasized when they had 
inseribed at the head of the coffin 
words which were a reminder of 
their immortality, of the great 
judgment following the resurrec- 
tion of the body, implying that peo- 

le should so live that they would 

e worthy of a very favorable 
judgment, a reception, soul and 
body united, into the bliss of Heav- 
en. 


This faith has sadly waned from 
Washington’s day, and is shared 
by so few of our country in rela- 
tion to the total population. Peo- 
ple are not only foolish enough to 
risk their eternity on a “perhaps,” 
but they rate the material and 
worldly achievements far above the 
spiritual ones, which should not 
only inspire but actuate al! the 
efforts of public men. 


Since the entire world looks to 
our nation for inspiration, our 
President and the representatives 
of the American people in Con- 
gress, should keep all mankind re- 
minded that the world house must 
be built by God if it would not be 
built in vain.

'T been away at prep school 
Le was home for the holidays. 
His family, dotingly extravagant, 
had told him he could have — 
ever he wanted for Christmas, an 
he had announced that he wanted 
a complete set of drums. No piker,

7 knew that he had had a set of 
drums, not too expensive, and that 
he was for the moment devoted to 
them. But when I heard that a par- 
ental Santa and Mrs. Santa under 
his tree had Jeft him this beautiful 
set of matched drums, with all the 
attachments and accompanying 
gadgets, | figured that he must 
have advanced far and done ex- 
tremely well on the first inferior 
set they had given him over a year 
before. 

Incidentally, a-year-was_a long 
time for him to keep up an en- 
thusiasm for anything. He had 
Jeap-frogged his way through life. 
Every time I met him, which was 
around once a year, he had a new 
fad or a new hobby. For a time it 
was photography, an _ expensive 
habit; and he was dabbling not 
only with his good camera but with 
the greater extravagances of the 
dark room.

the true church. His theory was 
that the Protestant religions of 
Calvin and Luther were in error: 
while the Roman Catholic Church 
had corrupted the truth of Jesus 
Christ. The English Church, there- 
fore, was the perfect middle 
ground. As his sermons and essays 
continued to pour forth, he leaned 
more and more to the view that the 
Catholic Church was the true 
Church, and that the famous 
Thirty-nine Articles of the Anglic- 
an creed were truly Catholic. The 
Anglican creed, he argued in one 
famous essay, was directed against 
certain exaggerations in the Cath- 
olic Church’s doctrine, but never 
against the truth of the Church it- 
self. 

Naturally a storm broke. He was 
criticized and abused, and before 
long he gave up a magazine which 
he edited and then gave up his 
parish at St. Mary’s., 

With a few friends, he retir- 
ed to Littlemore and wrestled with 
his problem. First he grasped the 
idea that the Anglican Church was 
not apostolic. But if it was not, 


how could he be sure that the Ro-| 


man Catholic Church was? He 
gave up his Anglican church at 
Littlemore, and then waited for 
two years, praying and searching 
for the truth. Then—very simply 
and quietly—he sent word that 
he wished to be received into the 
Catholic Church. His doubts had 
been resolved! 

How important was this event? 
The prime minister of England, 
William Gladstone, said that he 
regarded the conversion of New- 
man as an “event as unexampled 
as an epoch.”

Finally the tide turned. Twd 
hundred prominent English Cath- 
olics wrote a testimonial which 
cheered him enormously. In his 
70’s, he was elected an honorary 
Fellow of Trinity College, and then 
returned in state to Oxford__as 
guest of the President—his first 
visit since he had left 50 years 
before! ; 


On May 12, 1879, he was created 
a cardinal. Catholics and non-Cath- 
Catholics alike joined in the re- 
joicing, for John Henry Cardinal 
Newman had demonstrated his 
brilliance to all England. He spent 
the last 11 years of his life quietly, 
olishing his books and writing 
etters to those who asked his ad- 
vice. 


Was his life a failure? Did he 
leave a heritage for those who 
came after him? His written works 
are enough to assure his fame for 
all time. Just as we could not de- 
scribe his life fully here, so we 
cannot describe all his writings. 
But all readers will recognize his 
hymn, “Lead, Kindly Light,” which 
he wrote while an Anglican on a 
cruise in the-Mediterranean. 


Thomas Macaulay, the British 
historian, admired Newman’s ser- 
mon, “The Second Spring,” so much 
that he learned it by heart. George 
Eliot, the novélist, was enthralled 
by his “Lectures on the Present 
Position of Catholics in England.” 
Charles Gordon, the British colonel 
who was murdered at Khartoum in 
Africa, spent ‘his last hours reading 
Newman's poem, “The Dream of 
Gerontius,” and underscoring the 
lines which appealed to him the 
most. 


Cardinal Newman's great book 
is his “Apologia pro Vita Sua,” a 
book which he wrote at great speed, 


a stretch. Father John A. O’Brien 
says that the place of the “Apolo- 
gia” among the great masterpieces 
of autobiography is secure; Wil- 
liam Barry says the book “marks 
the re-entrance of the Catholic 
religion into national literature.” 


No, Cardinal Newman did not 
fail, He was happy in his conver 
sion. He fought—by sermen and 
essay—-with many of the great 
minds of his day, but he fought for 
'what he knew was the truth, and 
he loved that kind of fight. Just 
before he died, a vitor said, 
“There is a saint in that man.” 


When Cardinal Newman died in 
1890, he was buried in Rednall, in 
England, His epitaph is one he 
|'wrote himself, and which epito- 
i'mizes his own life and offers a 
slogan for all converts: 

From the shadows and the sym- 
bols into the truth.

[)URING February, Catholic press month, our priests have been re- 

minding us that we should buy Catholic papers and magazines reg- 
ularly. Of course, there are enouzh kinds to suit all sorts of tastes and 
ages: magazines for those who like stories, for those who read deeply of 
world problems, for those who like articles about movements taking 


place | y. 
It is good for us to be part of +— 


this movement. This means not 
only. subscribing tq Catholic mag- 
azines and newspapers, but also 
trying to spread interest in them 
among others. It was evidently 
with this idea of spreading the 
word that someone left on the shelf 
at my church a copy of Echo From 
Africa. It is sixteen pages, illus- 
trated, and packed with news of 
the missions. Though you can read 
all the articles in a short time, you 
come off very much richer from it. 
It is a ‘wonderful way to learn 
Geography too: there ‘s no men- 
tion of dates, or rivers or moun- 
tains, or when countries changed 
governments. Instead you read 
about people and about the loving 
work of the missionary priests and 
nuns and brothers who are doing 
such a tremendous job helping the 


fNnative Africans. 


There is a letter, for instance, 
from a priest in Isoke, Sudan, 
which is deep in the middle of 
Africa. It begins: “If you could 
only realize how hard it is to build 


a church here with only one Mis-| 


sionary. brother who must erect 
walls and arches with native work- 
men who do not know how to build 
anything else but miserable huts 
of straw! All the posts had to be 
earried from the mountain top 
where the fire had not destroyed 
them.” 


Another article, for instance, came 
from Mgazini, East Africa, which 
tells of the school for catechists 
made of stems and branches of 
trees smeared over with clay and 
covered with thatch. As you know, 
ca‘echists are trained laymen who 
help the priests by teaching re- 
ligion to their own people. 

Then there was the story of the 
erdination of the native priest 


where 6,000 of his own people fol- 


lowéd with close attention the long 
ceremony. He was the third native 
priest in the Vicariate of Iringa. 
(A vieariate in a territory is much 
like a diocese in our own country, 
and it, too, is watched over by 
a Bishop). With tender devotion 
the netives rushed up to the church 
doc. after the ordination to kiss 
the consecrated hands of “their 
own priest,” to ask his first bless- 
ing. When you stop to think what 
it means to a country to have its 
own priests, and how long it usual- 
ly takes for this to come about, it 
is indeed ae wonderful thought. 


There are letters printed in the 
magazines that tell of help given 
through praying to Mary Theresa 
Ledochowska, called Mother of the 
Africans. One person, after writing 
of an answer to her prayer, fin- 
ished the letter: ‘‘In fact now, dear 
Sister, I no longer feel upset by 
anyone’s troubles. I just give the 
person a picture of Mary Theresa 
and tell. them to pray to her.” 


And that, after all, is the best 
way to face our own troubles.

Europe was divided into many 
sections called countries and later 
nations, which, even though they 
were bound together under one 
faith, had their own particular 
language and customs. 

The United States of America 
grew chiefly by immigration from 
these various countries. They be- 
part, good 
American citizens, and if they had 
not been disturbed by organiza- 
tions designed to persecute certain 
religious and racial groups, we 
would have a truly united country. 

‘Even Christ, Who founded an 
international religion, in which 
the people of every race and nation 
would find membership, did not 
exclude any race nor a _ single 
person from the universal law of 
charity. It has become necessary, 
in recent years, to found organi- 
zations to do the opposite of anti- 
racial and anti-religious organi- 
zations, namely, to unite the people 
of all religions and of all nations 
for the’ strengthening of our na- 
tion, to improve the social life of 
every community, and to combat 
antagonisms and discriminations. 
These latter need eneouragement. 

More important than the need to 
show outward friendliness today 
is the need to join hands in op- 
posing the ones who would deliver 
this nation “to ungodly hands,” 
who would deprive children of 
their inalienable rights to procure 
knowledge of God, of His laws, of 
His way of salvation.

Protestant organizations were 
for the defeat of Al Smith 
and taking the occasion to attack 
the Catholic Church. 


Too many editors seem to place 
on the same level the one who at- 
tacks and the one who answers an 
attack. Even the Federal Com- 
munications Commission requires 
the radio station that carries an 
attack on an institution or an or- 
ganization to allow equal time for 
a defense. The defender is the in- 
nocent party in the case. If no one 
defends, the people who heard the 
attack are likely to regard it as 
final and unanswerable. 


Another blunder made by editors 
is to regard all Americans who are 
not Catholics as Protestants, while 
there are 75,000,000 who are not 
affiliated with either religious 
group. Most of these, as the results 
of many polls have indicated, are 
more favorable to Catholics than 
they are te Protestants. Non- 
church members are chiefly an ur- 
ban group, and Catholics are more 
than eighty per cent urban. There- 
fore the former have Catholics as 
neighbors, social companions, as 
business. partners, and prefer to 
judge them by their contacts with 
them rather than by the mounte- 
banks who tour the country to stir 
up trouble. Those Americans sim- 
ply do not like religious dissension, 
and we have plenty of evidence 
that they are drawn towards rath- 
er than away from the Catholic 
religion by it.
